Then while 
the wounded man lay writhing 
on the floor Bow«n again shot, 
ending his helpless victim's life. 
A moment later an officer ap- 
peared and took Bowen and his 
paramour in charge The two 
are now in jail, a charge of mur- 
der placed against their names, 
•while Bowen, the man who shat- 
tered a home and then took the 
life of his trusting friend, proud- 
ly admits his crime, saying he 
was not 
going 
to take any 


chance, knowing that Stevenson 
bad already 
killed 
two men. 


Three children of the dead man, 
in addition to his wife, survive 
him. The little ones, the eldest 
not more than seven years of 
age, learned 
of their 
father's 


death yesterday afternoon. They 
are now being cared for by kind 
friends and neighbors at Waahoe

Prevented His Assailait's Knife 
From Penetrating Heart and

As the result of a drunken quarrel 
Nels Larson was stabbed by Andrew 
Hay, last evening soon after 7 o'clock 
in the Swiss-American saloon Larson 
was cut over the heart, and, it was only 
protection offered by his ' ribs which 
prevented the blade from penetrating 
the paricardlum. Larson's injury is not 
regarded as serious. 


The men had b'een drinking and 


from the stories told by the bystanders 
Hay had taken Larson's watch and 
agreed to return it to him upon pay- 
ment of $1 50. The latter offered to 
pay the money and the next thing 
that the other men in the saloon knew 
Larson had been stabbed and his com- 
panion made a break for the door. He 
was caught by one of the habltutes 
of the place and turned over to Office! 
Trembly, who locked him in the town 
bastile. 
Larson bled profusely and the wound, 


while an ugly looking affair, was pro- 
nounced by the physicians to be noth- 
ing but a flesh wound, and that the 
blade did not penetrate any of the vital 
organs. 
After the ^stabbing Hay passed the 


knife with which he did the cutting 
to a companion, who made a fast de- 
parture from the saloon When the 
officers searched him they found a few 
trinkets and some small change, but 
no knife 
Hay, who did the cutting is a stran-

Southern Pacific Will Hereafter 


Ship Gulf Points Freight Via 


Galveston 


District 
Freight 
and 
Passenger 


Agent A. H. Rising announced yes- 
terday that the Southern Pacific had, 
on account of the yellow fever, epi- 
demic at New Orleans, established a 
new terminal point at Galveston, Tex., 
for all gulf points. 


Because of the prevalance of the 


scourge in the delta city the company 
had been obliged to route all of i'ts 
freight to Galveston, .Tex., instead of 
New Orleans, and avooid consequent 
delay which would result if shipments 
were' made to the afflicted city. 


Mr. Rising received .a telegram from 


'the freight traffic manager, William 
Sproule, at San Francisco, bearing 
upon the subject as follows: 


"The impression is prevalent among 


consignees and shippers that our gulf 
freight, still travels through New Or- 
leans and that there is likely to be an 
interruption and delay of freight on 
account of the quarantine at that point. 
I would be glad if you would give the 
widest publicity to the fact that 'such 
traffic is handled. through Galveston 
and that there will be no interruption 
of freight service to gulf points. 


"By reason of the yellow fever con- 


ditions, existing . at New Orleans the 
company," said Mr. Rising yesterday, 
"has. been obliged to changee the ter- 
miaal shipping point of the .south- 
bound gulf freight. 
Every shipment 


made from the western 'states to the 
southern country will go through with- 
out delay. Heretofore all freight has 
gone through 'direct 
to the Infected 


city, and from that point distributed 
and sent "to its destination. As the 
quarantine 
may 
beecome general, 


freight would be consequently delayed, 
and the company is taking time by 
the forelock that all shipments will 
go through without delay."

Pacific Upon Perishable Goods 


For Tonopah 


Beginning August 8 and continuing 


until the T'onopah railroad is broad- 
gnag-ed the Southern -Pacific Company

The railroad officials In. Reno do 


not seem to think the proposed em- 
bargo will affect the people of Tono- 
pah or the southern country. The or- 
der mearis that the company will re- 
fuse 'to take anything in the line of 
necessities and as the mining camps 
depend entirely upon the outside coun- 
try for supplies in this line spme;fear 
was expressed. 


However, there is no danger of a

pah road into a broad guage will start 
just as soon as the embargo goes Into 
effect.

The Irvine family, of which Miss Ir- 


vin was a member, were well known'

Local capitalists are figuring on the 


construction of an electric line from 
Reao to Lake Tahoe, a 'distance in 
an air line of twenty miles. The plan 
has been under consideration for some 
time past and the projectors are in 
close touch with monied men of the 
east who have given them assurance 
of all the financial support necessary 
in putting the line through.
